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Problem—Design weekend shelter small atoll 
the Matia Island Group, eighty miles northwest Seattle, 
Washington. These are portion the 171 dwarfed treed, 
dried grassed islands that form the San Juan Archipelago 
the Straits San Juan Fuca. 

can hoped that all the architectural growth, will 
submit simplicity conception and form, and refute 
the pretentiousness urban existence. This structure pre- 
tended more less than-a vacation 
refuge. the project was started minute island just 
stones throw from Matia. larger island mile 
miles orchard will developed later for permanent 
living. 

This week end house expresses abstract skeleton frame 
with plywood, glass, and canvas screen walls. Stretched 
linen movable wood frames act sun diffusers, rather 
than perimeter overhangs. Shelter pegged re- 
specting the earth’s contours, not smothering gouging the 
earth. 

With this freedom sense the openness and meaning 
articulate space into simple structure, ever 
changing space-feeling compliment contrasting psycho- 
logical needs. 

The open play area the focal point with the three main 
wings the shelter floating out over dry grass and rocky 
slopes. The sun bathing and relaxing requirements dictate 
separate area with extreme flexibility the use walls 
and ceilings. Therefore the relaxing area has canvas sides 
and draw canvas ceilings. contrast the conversational 
area more confined for after-meal groups enjoying topi- 
cal discourse. The stretched linen movable wood frames 
forms pattern against the sun. 

The food and gear areas favor the approach side the 
island, though attempt was made define any location 
the front door. The food preparation area adjacent 
the sheltered eating space, which flows out into open 
view area linked the play activities. 
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What happens artist when the demand 
for his work exceeds his ability supply it? 
realistic, reaps the benefit raising 
the price the point where temporary equi- 
librium established between supply and de- 
mand.
